(Germans Thrown 
Backward in Some 
Areas of War Front 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

MOSCOW, Monday, Sept. 21.—Red army troops have re- 
captured several more of Stalingrad’s rubble-strewn streets 
in savage counterattacks which ripped additional gaps in 
the German wall of infantrymen and tanks and left the Nazis | 
still short of their long-expected victory on the Volga. 


As the siege for Stalin's city en-¢ 


tered its 28th day, the Red army 
high command for the third 
straight communique reported at 
midnight that Soviet counterblows 
had flung the enemy back in cer- 
tain areas “and recaptured several 
streets” in a struggle hitherto un- 
equaled in this war’s ferocity. 

The Russians were obeying Sta- 
lin’s historic order to die rather 
than to retreat, and successes were 
measured in yardage in Stalin- 
grad's suburbs, which have been 
battered to .ruins by incessant 
shelling and bombing. 

No Signs of Cracking. 

Six German tanks and l4 motor 
vehicles were destroyed and about 
300 Germans wiped out in a single 
engagement within the city, and 
the Russians still showed no signs 
of cracking under the strain. 

The Russians also reported de- 
fensive successes in the Mozdok 
area of the mid-Caucasus and 
southeast of Novorossisk near the 
Black sea coast. Eighteen Nazi 
tanks were destroyed and more 
than 200 German

Novorossisk, the communique said. 

Red marines were credited with 
the success at Novorossisk, where 
the Germans were trying to drive 
southward along the coast toward 
the southern Caucasus.

FBI Reveals 
Jap Link to Big 
Nazi Spy Ring 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—(#) 
Evidence of German-Japanese col- 
laboration in military espionage 
here long before Pearl Harbor was 
disclosed today as the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation acknowl- 
edged that a Japanese agent was 
linked with the big Nazi spy ring 
broken up in June, 1941, but t' at 
he escaped, 

Lietuenant Commander Takeo 
Ezima, of the Japanese navy, who 
masqueraded as an engineer in- 
spector with offices in New York 
under the name of E. Satoz, the 
FBI, said, was a liaison man for 
the spy ring, the largest uncovered 
so far. Of that gang, 33 are serv- 
ing prison terms aggregating 279 
years. Most of them pleaded 
guilty. 

As the FBI was arresting the 
spies, Ezima quietly left New York 
for the west coast, boarded the 
Japanese freighter Kamakura- 
Maru and went home. The ship 


‘sailed ahead of schedule, the FBI 


said, to accommodate the naval of- 
ficer. Ezime’s hasty departure 
was in contrast with his arrival 
for a three-year working visit on 
the ‘feian-Maru at Seattle in the 
summer of 1938.

The story of Ezima was learned 
from the FBI through his appear- 
ance in a current motion picture 
short, “The FBI Front,” which 
which shows a brief sequence 
from the movies of spy meetings 
taken secretly by G-Men and u:*d 
at the Nazis’ trial.

Germany is now scrapping all industrial 
plants not directly engaged in war production, 
in order to secure material for repair and re- 
placement of war factories smashed by RAF 
bombs. Roth financial considerations and post- 
war construction have been set aside in the 
urgency of need. 


Machinery, manpower and materials have 
been destroyed to such extent that engineering 
advisers to Hitler have told him, it is reported, 
that instead of greater and greater production 
of war materiel, he can at best expect, now, 
to either win the war with the weapons now 
in hand or lose it. 

There are four principal results of the air 
offensive, all of which have seriously slowed 
down the German war production program. 
The first of these is, of course, direct destruc- 
tion and damage of war factories. Secondly, 
comes the necessary diversion of badly needed 
materials for repairs. Third, is the loss of pro- 
duction time and delays in transport and 
fourth is the reduced efficiency of workers be- 
cause of interference with normal housing and 
other necessities of life. 


All in all, it is becoming plain that the large 
scale RAF raids on industrial Germany and on 
war industry in the occupied countries are 
steadily sapping Nazi strength and bringing 
ever nearer the day when even Hitler will 
realize he faces a hopeless future.

To Conserve Heat 

Fue) rationing has been ordered into effect 
on November 30 by the federal government. 
Oil tanks not filled by September 30, it was 
added, may not find the fuel available after 
that date. The degree of rationing has not 
been definitely stated, but Chairman Donald 
Nelson, of the War Production Board, said the 
basic point at the start will probably restrict 
the use of fuel oil 25 per cent below the 
normal. ' 

While the milder southern climate will 
temper the rigors of such heat rationing, 
nevertheless it is important that all house- 
holders who use fuel oil for heating should 
exercise every precaution to economize on the 
oil. Georgia, as all other southeastern States, 
is included in the 30 states at first subject to 
the rationing. 

It must be remembered that the primary 
purpose of this rationing is to conserve trans- 
portation facilities, so they may be used for 
war purposes. Therefore, every 
consumer of fuel who can reduce con- 
sumption even below the 25 per cent cut order- 
ed will thereby be contributing substantially 
to the national war effort. 

In this respect, the War Service Committee 
of the American Society of Heating and Venti- 
lating Engineers has issued a valuable pam- 
phiet titled “War on Fuel Waste—How To Do 
It.” This gives detailed explanation of the 
numerous methods which will reduce heat leaks 
in the home. Warning is given against fan- 
tastic claims which may be made for various 
devices that are apt to suddenly appear on the

Six Million in Poultry 

Poultrymen in the Gainesville area alone 
have reaped a cash income of $6,000,000 in the 
last twelve months, according to a bulletin 
published by the Gainesville Chamber of Com- 
merce. Income from the poultry industry around 
Gainesville has more than doubled in the past 
two years and js still expected to grow rapidly. 

The government is expecting to have to 
ration meat in the near future, owing to the 
demands of the armed forces, the needs of our 
allies overseas and domestic transportation 
limitations. Poultry, however, will not be in- 
cluded in the rationing, hence it is probable 
that chicken will form a larger and larger pro- 
portion of the diet of all our people. Thus 
there is a plain indication of prosperous times 
ahead for competent poultrymen. 

Just to show what can be done in this 
industry, 12,000,000 broilers have been shipped 
out of the Gainesville area within the year, 
almost all chickens shipped into Florida coming 
from that point. And some Gainesville poultry 
farms are producing as high as 1,700 eggs per 
day. 

It would seem there is quite a future in 
poultry raising for the man who understands 
the business and whose farm is properly equip- 
ped for it.

Jap Influence in India 
It comes as no great surprise to most Amer- 


icans that the rioting which broke out in India 
at the start of Gandhi’s new independence 
campaign may have been planned to syn- 
chronize with a Jap attack on India. This 


“hunch” that the Japs were lurking behind 


the scenes in India is borne out for those who 
felt it intuitively by no less a personage than 
a member of the Viceroy’s Council, Sir Reginald 
Maxwell, 

In a talk before a special session of the 
Assembly, Sir Reginald pointed out facts cor- 
roborating the feeling. He said, for one thing, 
it was significant the worst outbreaks happen- 
ed in strategically important areas. Such a spot, 
for instance, as Bihar, disruption of 
railroads would seriously hamper British troop 
movements. He added there was also signifi- 
cance in that attacks on railways and other 
communications came almost simultaneously 
in widely separated parts of India. 

These outbreaks came as the result of plan- 
ning, he went on, pointing out wire cutters 
were used on telegraph lines; spanners, to 
remove plates from rail lines. In short, visible 
evidence of organized violence and sabotage, 
in keeping with the Jap and Nazi pattern. The 
Japs, instructed by the Berlin partners, did 
their work according to plan. It is not sur- 
prising. That is their way.

Those back seat drivers who seem to think that 
they are paid to criticize and find fault with the 
American war effort, are often referring to Ameri- 
can planes as just a bunch of old crates.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
AFTER THE PRIMARIES WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Prac- 


tically all of the states have now 
held their primary elections and the campaign between Democrats 
and Republicans for control of the lower house of congress is getting 
actively under way. 

Little has developed in the recent balloting 
to change the pattern of the earlier trend. That 
pattern may be summarized somewhat as fol- 
lows: 

The voters, with a few notable exceptions, 
have not been particularly concerned with the 
pre-Pearl Harbor records of congressmen and 
senators. A few isolationists have been defeat- 
ed for renomination, chiefly Democrats, but a 
great many more of them have won out. The 
failure of this issue to catch the public interest 
has caused it to be relegated to a position of 
secondary importance, so that it is no longer 
expected to be a major influence in the No- 
vember elections. 

More than anything else the one outstand- 
ing feature of the primary elections has been 
the lack of interest shown by the voters. The 
balloting has been generally lighter than the 
country has seen in years, indicating a public 

disinterestedness in politics and a preoccupation with the war. 
Even in Maine, which elects its congressional and state officers 
some weeks earlier than the rest of the country, a similar voters’ 
lethargy was shown. The voting there last week was far below 
normal, offered nothing of significance to the general picture. 
Whether the voters’ lethargy is a good or a bad omen for the 
Roosevelt administration is a moot question. Most political ob- 
servers interpret it as favorable to the administration, on the theory 
that the failure of the people to* become aroused in a national 
campaign denotes a certain inner satisfaction with the way things 


are being run. 
REPUBLICAN PLAN In an effort to capture control of the 
house the Republican party is seeking 
to make the administration’s conduct of the war since Pearl Harbor 
the overshadowing issue of the campaign. Much capital is being 
made of the delay that has taken place in the passage of important 
legislation like the new tax bill, inflationary control measures, and 
revision of the draft act to permit the induction of 18 and 19-year- 
old youths. 


A certain amount of political consideration may enter into the 
delay, suggesting that the purpose may be to postpone action until 
after the elections. But if this is true the Republicans are no 
less guilty than the Democrats. The only thing of it is that the 
Democrats by being in control must stand the responsibility for 
the delay. 


Undoubtedly the conduct of the war will be a controlling in- 
fluence with the people in the November elections. If they are 
satisfied with the way the administration has been conducting the 
war program they may be expected to return administration sup- 
porters to office. But this has not always been true. In 1918, for 
example, the people threw out the Democrats and elected a Re- 
publican majority in the house at the very. peak of our successful 
war efforts. In fact, the election came just a few days before the 
Germans asked for an armistice, which would seem to disprove 
the other theory. 


TREND CHANGES £arlier in the summer both the Gallup 

Poll and a private survey of Democratic 
leaders indicated that the majority party was set to make gains 
in the house in November. More recently the trend has been in 
the opposite direction, with the latest Gallup Poll giving the Re- 
publicans a gain of 20 to 25 seats. 


It would not be surprising under the present outlook to see the 
Republicans make some gains in the house this year. What the 
extent of these gains will be it is too early to tell yet. The cam- 
paign is just getting under way and still has about six weeks to run. 


President Roosevelt thus far has taken no part in the congres- 
sional campaign other than to give the formula by which candi- 
dates may expect tacit White House support. The formula, re- 
lating to pre-Pearl Harbor voting records, applied to Democrats 
no less than Republicans. There was nothing partisan about it. 

Little doubt is felt, however,

over the way the President 


feels about the approaching elections. He would be sorely disap- 
pointed if the country returned an unfriendly congress. Not be- 
cause of any handicap the war program would suffer necessarily, 
but because of the greater sniping he would have to withstand in 
executing the program. It is generally conceded that in so far as 
major issues go the Republicans would be about as co-operative as 
the Democrats over the war's prosecution. If we lose this conflict 


we are all sunk. 


Suggestions have been heard that the President might take a 
swing around the country if he thought control of congress was in 


jeopardy. 


He would do so not in a political role, but under the 
guise of making an inspection trip of the nation’s defenses. 


Unques- 


tionably a trip of the kind would give the people fresh confidence 
in his leadership and would tend more to insure the election of a 


Democratic majority this fall.

ing How You Endured 
Drouths and Floods 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


The CBS feature, “They Live Forever,” is good radio enter- 
tainment. If it is intended to be anything more than that, it must 
be propaganda—and the purpose of such propaganda is to develop 
a “war psychology,” which means a public state of mind not only 
resigned to fae hardships of war, but fiercely and enthusiastically 
resolved to fight on with the high purpose of a holy crusade until 
the victory is won. 

If that is its purpose, it seems strangely and dangerously inept. 
Its effect upon those who will do the fighting, and upon their 
parents, must often be the opposite of that intended. 

The Germans are masters of psychology and masters of propa- 
ganda. And though Hitler has recently told his people that troops 
on the Russian front are enduring dreadful hardships, his propa- 
gandists have consistently concealed the dark side of war. They 
have never talked of blood, sweat and tears. They have talked 
about glory and honor and [oyalty and invincibility—never of 
terror and agony and frightful death. They have built up morale— 
not weakened it. 

In the years before the war, while our pacifists and isolationists 
were picturing and describing war’s horrors, and doing their utmost 
to make our people dread and fear war, no such propaganda was 
tolerated either in Germany or Japan. But in this country the 
campaign was continued to the very hour of Pearl Harbor. And it 
made war seem so terrible that millions of our people forgot that 
slavery and degradation are more horrible than war. 

“They Live Forever” tells the story of heroic deeds, and that 
is as it should be. But in its effort to dramatize these deeds—to 
build up suspense, and prove the heroes heroic by showing the 
difficulties they overcame—it often succeeds too well. The listener 
is not inspired, but horrified. And it is not difficult to imagine 
parents moaning: “Our poor boy! Must he also face that frightful 
thing and suffer that agony?” 

It doesn’t help the morale -of waiting patients to hear screams 
of agony from the dentist's inner office. And no sick person is 
encouraged by the long-faced Job’s comforter who sits beside his 
bed and tells sad stories about dear friends who had his malady 
and died of it. 

Propaganda will do much to win this war, for somebody, but it 
is dangerous stuff to be handled by amateurs. It does more harm 
than good unless prepared by .psychologists who know what its 
effect will be.

In a second resolution passed 
by the convention, it was agreed 
that if congress did amend the 
charter the Legion's constitution 
would automatically be amended. 
This would eliminate any need for 
a second convention to pass on 
congress’ decision. 

Weed Out the Army. 


Farlier, Leutenant General Ben 
Lear, commandant of the second 
army, told the convention the 
Army must weed out its leaders 
who cannot stand the gaff because 
“we are late—and we have far 
to go.” 

He said “physical and mental 
vigor, coupled with tactical knowl- 
edge, enterprise and capacity to 
make quick, sound decisions—no 
matter what the condition of fa- 
tigue—is required of all command- 
ers in this war.” 

President William Green, of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
urging 100 per cent production by 
all workers and strict adherence 
to the no-strike pledge, said the 
free American workers now were 
outproducing the slave labor of 
the Axis. 

“Any worker who stops work 
for a single minute for any cause 
whatever,” he told the American 
Legion national convention, “is 
failing to carry out the principles 
of the American Federation of 
Labor. Ninety-nine per cent of 
our people are helping us to keep 
the ‘no strike pledge’ we made to 
the President.” 

Wants Perfect Record. 

Asserting it was impossible to 
have a 100 per cent record so far, 
Green added, “I can say from my 
heart if we don't make it, it will 
not be the fault of the AFL.” 

Every ship built by free work- 
ers in America has been launched 
ahead of schedule, he said. 

“I wish we could make it a per- 
fect record,” he said. “When not 
one minute’s time will be lost. 
That's how I feel and I hope it 
can be done.” : 

Green told the Legionnaires 
what frightens Hitler more than 
anything else is that free workers 
of America are outproducing the 
slave labor of the Axis countries. 

“The slave labor battalions are 
falling down on the job,” he said. 
“That is why he (Hitler) is being 
driven to such desperate ex- 
pedients as compelling the puppet 
Vichy government to draft mil- 
lions of French men and women 
for forced labor in munitions 
plants in Germany. I can tell 
Hitler now that even _ such 
measures won't produce the goods 
for him.” 

Army of Production. 

America’s great army of produc- 
tion soldiers, he went on, “have 
but one thought in mind today— 
that our enemies must be crushed 
at any cost. We are determined 
to wipe out dictatorship from the 
face of the earth.” 

Green said the bulk of the 
American workers could not be 
spared from their jobs. 

“These soldiers of production,” 
he said, “are serving the country 
just as faithfully as the soldiers 
in uniform. We have not won 
many battles in the field yet, but 
we are winning the battle of pro- 
duction.” 

Brigadier General Frank  T. 
Hines, administrator of the Vet- 
erans’ Affairs Bureau, said that 
civilians know nothing of personal 
sacrifice yet but must if the war 
is to be won. 

“Half-measures and business as 
usual will have to go—they will 
not bring us victory,” he said. 

He called upon the Legion- 
naires to exert a steadying influ- 
ence upon their home communi- 
ties by setting an example for 
others to follow.

Joyner, of Raleigh, N. C., resolu- 
tions committee chairman, ex- 
pressing “complete confidence and 
faith” in the war leadership of 
President Roosevelt. 

The resolution called upon “all 
people to demonstrate the same 
spirit of sacrifice and courage as 
evidenced by the armed services 
on the battle fronts of the world.” 

“We regard strikes, lockouts, 
cessation of work and discrimina- 
tion in employment as sabotage 
and they will not be tolerated,” 
the resolution said. 

It condemned religious preju- 
dices and racial and national an- 
tagonisms as ‘“‘weapons of our ene- 
mies.” 

Americanism. 

Also adopted was a resolution 
of the Americanism committee ex- 
pressing opposition to any special 
privileges being shown to Japa- 
nese in concentration camps and 
asking that they be denied per- 
mission to leave the camps “under 
any pretext.”

Football Game 


Run Over Target ‘Like 
Carrying Ball,’ Says 
Rabaul Attacker. 


MELBOURNE, Sept. 20.—(/)— 
It’s football time again back home 
and Captain Fred P. Dollenberg, 
of Philadelphia, is developing his 
usual case of “October ague”—but 
this ‘time it’s for a bigger reason 
than touchdowns and tackles. 

A former footballer at St. Jo- 
seph’s College, Dollenberg had just 
returned from piloting a Flying 
Fortress on a raid against Rabaul, 
New Britain, when he fell to rem- 
iniscing. 

“It’s like standing on a gridiron 
waiting for the opening kick-off, 
this approaching a target,” he said. 
“Only this time you know it’s for 
keeps.” 

“Flight Feeling.” 

General MacArthur’s headquar- 
ters described the Rabaul raid, 
made last Friday, in these words: 
“Our heavy bombers made a har- 
assing night raid on enemy instal- 
lations, starting fires in the target 
area visible for 50 miles.” 

But this is how it really was to 
Dollenberg, who piloted one of 
the Fortresses in the attack, his 
llth in two months: 

“You’re about a hundred miles 
out when you start looking for 
Zeros. You worry about how to 
approach your target. Once you 
get there that tight feeling in the 
stomach shows up again, just like 
it did in your football playing 
days. 

“There is little talking in the 
plane until one of the men sees a 
Zero and then everyone shouts 
‘Zero!’ 

“Like Carrying Ball.” 

“We start our run over the tar- 
get. It’s like carrying the ball 
when you're cornered on the side- 
lines and know you're going to 
get hit. 

“You have to fly on a straight 
line as the bombardier sights the 
target. You can’t veer one bit 
and it’s then that the Zeros like 
to hit you. 

“We drop our bombs, start some 
big fires and start home again. 
We get one of the Zeros that’s 
worrying us, but they put some 
holes into us. Into a protecting 
cloud we go in a hurry, then on 
home.” 

. With him on the flight were 
Captain James Fletcher, of Long 
Island, co-pilot, and Sergeant An- 
thony Willitt, originally from IIli- 
nois, but who’s been in the Army 
so long he calls March Field home. 

Dollenberg has an 8-month-old 
daughter he’s never seen. 

Army life has him at his old 
football weight—190 pounds—and 
he’s hard as nails.

Kleist Is Denied by 
Germans. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 20.-—(4’) 
Russian and German official 
sources were in sharp conflict to- 
day over reports frome Soviet 
sources that the German field 
marshal and tank expert, Ewald 
von Kleist, had been killed on the 
eastern front. 

Moscow stood by the report to- 
day. The newspaper Izvestia, ac- 
cording to dispatches from Mo5s- 
cow, said that the “bullet of Soviet 
revenge” has ended the career of 
Von Kleist and warned he will not 
be the last enemy general to fall. 

The, German high command, 
however, issued a categorical de- 
nial that Von Kleist had been 
killed. 

“The assertion made by official 
Soviet quarters and relayed by the 
Reuters agency alleging. that 
Colonel General von Kleist has 
fallen is not true,” a communique 
stated.
